DURBAN, South Africa --- 
Armed Indian vigilantes clashed 
repeatedly with black rioters here 
Friday. At least 30 more people 
were killed in what has now be- 
come the worst violence in the 
country since the current political 
unrest 1} months ago. 

Some οἷ the worst fighting was in 
Phoenix township. northwest of 
Durban, where mobs from the two 
sides fought with rocks, clubs and 
machetes af the i Settle- 
ment, then Jooted and burned the 
site, The settlement was founded 
by Mohandas K. Gandhi, who led

The toll Friday from four days of 
violence around Durban was at 
least 54 dead and as many as 1,000 
injured, according to police and 
hospital reports, Other corpses may 
lie amid the charred ruins of houses 
and shops in townships that even 
the police and army do not enter.
